The  urgency  for  such  a  review  stem.;  from  the  fact  that  the 
local  office  of  Technocracy  in  the  HIT'  Mall  has  been  presenting 
this  body  of  thought  on  a  volunteer  basis  for  over-  six   yenrs,  and 
the  continuing  tenure  of  this  office  in  the  Mall  is  in  question. 

Several  departments  have  called  upon  this  office  from  time  to 
time  for  presentations,  but  on  an  irregular  and  extra-curricular 
basis.

We  submit  that  the  analysis  and  proposals 
of  Technocracy  can  stimulate  just  such  a  basic  re-orientation.   In 
fact  the  times  seem  ap|  ropriate  for  the  inclusion  of  this  body  of 
thought  in  regular  curricula.

I  have  reviewed  your  letter  and  other  relative  correspondence  as  well  as  a 
recent  report  from  the  Director  of  Housing  and  Food  Services  in  which  she 
states  her  reasons  for  not  renewing  Technocracy  Incorporated' s  lease  for 
space  in  the  HUB  Mall. 

I  wish  to  confirm  that  I  support  the  action  taken  by  Housing  and  Food 
Services  to  develop  the  image  and  reputation  of  the  HUB  Mall  as  a  prime  re- 
tail outlet.  The  University  acquired  the  HUB  Mall  from  the  Students'  Union 
at  a  time  when  there  was  a  high  vacancy  on  the  Mall  and  no  firm  policies 
were  in  place  respecting  tenancy.

Sirs: 

An  appeal  is  herewith  made  against  the  Notice  to  Vacate  our 
rented  premises  in  The  HUE  Mall,  delivered  to  us  on  29  June  1933 
by  the  Director  of  Food  and  Housing  Services  of  the  University. 

We  have  occupied  these  premises  for  over  six  years,  and  have 
been  acknowledged  to  be  model  tenants.  The  ground  cited  for  our 
eviction  is  that  The  HUB  Mall  is  to  be  used  for  mercantile  tenants 
only.  This  new  policy  is  not  only  to  be  applied  to  new  applicants 
for  space  but  is  also  being  made  retroactive  against  our  present 
and  continuing  tenure,  which  we  submit  is  unfair.  We  have  invested 
a  great  deal  of  time,  money  and  effort  in  establishing  our  location 
not  only  on  a  community  basis  but  province-wide  and  continent-wide. 

Although  this  policy  appears  to  have  an  economic  purpose,  we 
have  been  given  no  alternative  choice  based  on  increased  revenue 
to  the  University,  which  we  might  be  willing  and  able  to  meet. 

Aside  from  commercial  considerations,  we  have  been  supplying 
a  unique  service  to  the  academic  resources  of  the  University.  The 
body  of  thought  constituted  under  the  title  'Technocracy'  is  no- 
where else  presented  to  the  academic  community  or  the  general  pub- 
lic in  this  area.   It  is  a  volunteer  contribition  which  we  think 
should  not  be  extinguished. 

To  our  knowledge  Technocracy  is  the  only  fundamental  new  approach 
to  the  economics  of  a  high-energy  society;  to  the  problem  of  abundant 
production  and  diminishing  man-hours.  It  is  unique  in  that  it  ori- 
ginated and  is  primarily  applicable  in  the  North  American  context. 
It  presents  a  technological  solution  to  our  pervasive  technological 
problems,  at  the  same  time  recognizing  the  social  implications  of 
our  fast-advancing  technology. 

Freedom  to  make  such  a  presentation  within  the  University  com- 
munity is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance,  particularly  in  these 
uncertain  times.  Qualified  members  of  this  Unit  have  given  lectures 
on  request  in  various  departments,  including  Economics,  Sociology, 
Anthropology,  Philosophy,  Industrial  Arts,  and  in  the  Faculty  of  Edu- 
cation.

No  statement  of  policy  shall  be  binding  upon  the  organization  unless  luucd  from  Continental  Headquarters  of  Technocracy  Inc. 
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Our  case  does  not  rest  only  upon  the  economic  equity  involved 
but  also,  importantly,  upon  academic  and  intellectual  rights  and 
freedoms  which  we  are  upholding  until  3uch  time  H3   the  University 
provides  appropriate  recognition  and  accommodation  for  the  body  of 
thought  of  Technocracy. 

In  view  of  the  above  considerations,  and  acting  upon  the  sug- 
gestion of  our  legal  counsel,  an  appeal  i3  now  made  for  a  hearing 
of  our  case  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Alberta. 

Upon  your  intervention  depends  our  contemporary  survival  as  a 
public  entity  in  Edmonton.

As  agreed,  I  have  reviewed  the  decision  by  Housing  and  Food  Services  to 
terminate  your  lease.  After  considerable  thought,  I  must  inform  you  that 
I  support  the  decision  of  H  &  FS  and  therefore  your  two  month  notice  to 
vacate  effective  August  1,  1983,  will  stand. 

Although  you  have  been  model  tenants,  the  overriding  factor  is  the  decision 
to  allow  only  mercantile  operations  on  the  Mall.  This  policy  has  been  in 
effect  for  some  time  and,  in  fact,  other  organizations  have  been  refused 
tenancy  on  this  basis.
